Whether or not Cardinal Mercier’s prophesy of another war by 
Germany against France in the future is likely. to be realised is a 
matter.which must be left for other days to decide, but we thorough- 
ty believe with him that the Germans:.retain the same spirit as of 
yore and that they are already thirsting for revenge. Germany has 
signed the Peace Treaty under duress, and her leaders have made, 
no bones about the fact that that is so. Some of them have openly 
easerted that the time will come when the Germans must rectify 
this “ unjust peace.” In other words, they ate looking to the day 

» when they will again be able to enter the field of batt!e against their 
bated foes, and we may depend upon it that they will do al! they 
know to make fresh,alliancés with that end in view. There isa 
danger to the Allies in this frame of mind of the Germans, who will 
need te be-very closely watched in their international dealings for 
many years ‘to come. ‘It ts not alone against France that the 
Germans entertain these feelings of revenge. We should say that 
they bate the British even more than-they do the French. They 
hhave good reason to know what our Navy accomplished in the war. 

Happily, for many years to come, Germany's ambitions. in 

_ naval and military spheres will be kept under close check by the 
Allies, but, all the same, we know sufficient of. the German charac- 
- ter to believe that the Huns will be up to all manner of mischief 
once they get about in different parts of the world, and we must be 
prepared for anything. There-are other nations, also, which will 
need to be watthed. .Much is hopad for, of course, from the League 
-- of Nations, once, itis firmly established. But that experiment 
|, will necessarily d@mend on the trust which the member nations 
‘ repose one in the other. Meantime,’it would be the height of 
folly for the Allies to whittle down. their strength and thus 
risk jeopardising. the great victory which has been won by their 
united efforts..

Mr. Godfrey Isaacs writes’ to
